lon ger he talk ed the angrier he I e- 
cam e, until finally he picked up 
m usket near at hand, as if to take 
the life of V a u g h n then and there. 
H e reconsidered, how ever, p ro b­ 
a b ly rem em bering the fate o f P r o ­ 
prietor D a v is for shooting H a y d e n 
V a u g h n , and set the w eap on d ow n .

W h e n V a u g h n entered the drug 
store he asked D r.
